COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


To the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort Douglas, the 
reviewing authority, General Brooke, says: ** The court, in 
1e-considering its action, gives as a reason for so light a sen- 
tence that the accused * had serred over 24 years and all bis 

barges—which were presented to the court—show that 
he bad served honestly and faithfully.’ Where courts- 
mMartials assume to anticipate the action of the reviewi 
authority in determining to what extent good character and 
long service sball be consi in fixing the measnre of 
punisbment, they should, in passing sentence, state what 
eause existed to justify their action. By so doing they will 
avoid the delay incident-to returning the proceedings to 
the court, as was done io this case, for an explanation of its 
seemingly inconsistent action.” 

In a recent case at Fort Wadsworth, the reviewing au- 
thority, Mejor-General Howard, says: ‘** The counsel for the 
prisoncr objected to the admission of evidence of con- 
victions by garrison courts martial in 1886 and 1887, on the 
ground ; Ist, that as the «ffences published thercin were 
committed over two years ago, their introduction violates 
the spirit of the 103d Article of War; 2d, because in one of 
them the epecifications are not set forth in full. Copies of

Tue Kansas City Times, referring to the law pro- 
bibiting sale of beer at canteens located in probibi- 
tion States, says: ‘* Congress evidently goes on the 
theory that liquors are not sold in any of the towns 
adjacent to military posts, which goes to prove that 
Congress is not posted and that the Kansas repre- 
sentatives did not care to enlighten the members on 
that subject. In Leavenworth and Junction City as 
much beer is sold and is as easily obtainable as at 
any time before prohibition wasin operation. While 
the quality of beer sold is equal to that sold prior to 
so called prohibition the quality of whiskey is said 
to be much worse, though equal in quantity.” 





** ARTILLERYMAN” objects to the statement of 
“Married Man” in JouRNAL of May 31, that many 
desertions are caused by the privileges extended to 
married soldiers, and says: “I have been in the 
Army over 20 years and bave yet to know of a more 
obedient, prompt at every call for duty, and less 
trouble to company communders than are the mar- 
ried men of the U.S. Army. Many are of opinion 
tbat the lew allowing laundresses should be revived.”

THE CANTEEN AND POST TRADER. 


It is understood to be the settled policy of the 
War Department to get rid of all traders’ stores ex- 
cept those at very inaccessible or isolated posts. At 
present there are no less than forty posts at which 
such stores are still maintained, and it is expected 
that in consequence of the withdrawal of the bar- 
room privilege the majority of these will have 
closed out their business by the end of the year. At 
sixty-nine posts, not counting those the abandon- 
ment of which has been ordered or is contemplated, 
there are canteens in successtul operation, and it 
may now be said that the canteen system is an es- 
tablished institution in our Army. 

The gradual extinction of the post trader system 
will be regretted by no one familiar with its inward 
working, and in spite of who has the true interests 
of the Service at heart, the fact not to be lost sight of 
that in times gone by the store was in some respects 
a great convenience on the frontier, especially to 
the officers, nor the further fact that the tax paid 
by the trader has always been put to excellent use 
in connection with the support of regimental bands. 
It was hoped all along that the bands would be 
recognized and provided for at the present session 
of Congress, but it now seems probable that, except 
as regards the instruments, the purchase of which 
out of the appropriation for C. C. and G. equipment 
is authorized by the Army act just passed, the regi- 
ments will have to shift for themselves, at least for 
another year. Appreciating the many disadvantages 
that would result from the discontinuance of the 
bands, and acting upon the recommendations of a 
number of post commanders, the War Department 
intends soon to issue a General Order setting apart 
a small percentage of the canteen profits for the 
benefit of bands serving at posts where the profits 
shall accrue. Such action, it is held, will in no wise 
infringe the principle upon which the canteen system 
is founded ; to wit, that the profits are to be expended 
for the benefit ot the ‘‘ companies contributing to 
the canteen,” for these companies will oniy be giving 
a guid pro quo for the musical performances of the 
band, of which, both on official and unofficial occa- 
sions, they are after all the chief beneficiaries, 

The prevailing impression that the enlisted men 
are the sole patrons of the canteen is erroneous. 
When properly conducted the canteen is something 
more than a beer room—from which the officers 
are, of course, excluded. It supplies numerous 
articles not sold by the Subsistence Department, and 
of these the officers purchase as extensively as the 
men, if not more so. At Fort Douglas, Utab, for 
instance, the profits from officers’ purchases at the 
canteen amounted to over $100 per month for four 
months subsequent to Oct. 29, 1889, all of which was 
paid over to the company mess funds as prescribed 
by the Regulations. The proposed assessment in 
favor of the bands, necessary to tide over the fin- 
ancial straits in which the regiments find them- 
selves at the present time, will therefore be as much 
of a tax upon the officers as the men. It is under- 
stood that the order providing for the allotment 
will issue about the time of the publication of the 
act of Congress adding a pound of vegetables to the 
ration, so that the reduced contribution of the can- 
teen to the company mess will not be felt in the 
least. In the meantime the War Department does 
not mean to relax its efforts to secure the passage 
of a law that will make suitable provision for regi- 
mental and depot bands. 








On Monday nest, June 16, the Quartermaster- 
General of the Army, Brigadier-General Samuel B. 
Holabird, will be retired from active service, after 
a distinguished and honorable career dating from 
July 1, 1849, when he was graduated from the Mili- 
tary Academy. He served in the line until the war 
broke out when he was appointed an assistant 
quartermaster with the rank of captain. His energy 
and ability soon gained him special notice, and 
until the close of the war he held many responsible 
positions in the field and out of it, and for his 
faithful and meritorious services. received four 
brevets, major, lieutenant-colonel, colonel and 
brigadier-general. After the war he was on duty 
as chief quartermaster at several Department and 
Division headquarters, and was ever on the alert to 
secure beneficial improvements affecting the interior 
economy of the Army. On the first of July, 1883, 
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he was called to the head of the Quartermaster’s - 
Department, and from that time to the present, 

under his increased opportunities, has labored in- 
cessantly for the comfort and welfare of the troops. 

We have often referred to the many improve- 
ments made during his regime in the matter 
of barrack comforts for the troops in gar- 
rison, and the thanks of the Army are due to 
General Holabird in this connection. He leaves his 
important department in first-class condition, and 
passes from the active to the retired list with the 
good wishes of a legion of friends. The successor- 
sbip is at present the interesting topic. Every offi 

cer you meet has something to say on the subject, 
but while many have opinions as to who ought to 
have the position, no one pretends to say who the 
successful man will be. The contest seems to be 
between Oolonels Tompkins, Bingham, Perry, 
Hadges and Lieutenant-Colonel Batchelder. If the 
senior is passed over, it is the impression around 
the War Department that the choice will rest be- 
tween Colonels Bingham and Hodges. But ‘‘all 
signs fail in dry times.” 








THE old controversy between ex-Secretary of War 
Endicott and ex-Comptrollers Maynard and Butler, 
upon questions of authority, is recalled to memory 
by Senate bill 3054, for the relief of Wm. Smith 
and others which has just been reported with a 
favorable recommendation by the Senate Military 
Jommittee. The two comptrollers named, it will 
be remembered, questioned the authority of the 
Secretary of War to order officers abroad on ex- 
tended tours of inspection, and certain payments 
for expert witnesses in the famous Whittaker 
Court-martial case and for several other purposes. 
The Secretary of War appealed to the Court of 
Claims, which in very plain language upheld the 
Secretary, but which has not had the effect of re- 
moving the checkages in the comptroller’s office 
against the oficers concerned, the present comp- 
troller, as well as his predecessor, refusing to ac- 
cept the verdict of the Court of Claims as binding 
upon them. The present comptroller, however, has 
been liberal enough to say that he would not in the 
first place have reached the conclusion his predeces- 
sor did in these cases, but under the law he does 
not consider himself justified in reopening the cases 
settled by his predecessor. It, therefore, became 
necessary to ask for Congressional relief, and the few 
eases in which it is proposed to grant this is shown 
by the bill just reported directing the accounting 
officers to credit Lieutenant-Colonel Wm. Smith, 
with $3,015.15; Major Wm. Tucker, with 5,461; 
Assistant Surgeon John O. Skinner, with $191.99; 
and to remove the charge of $2,185 standing 
against Major John S. Billings, paid him for mile- 
age while travelling abroad; $1,029 against Uaptain 
George M. Wheeler, and $634 against Lieutenant 
P. Henry Ray, 8th Inf., for mileage. 








For the benefit of those who may have doubts as to 
the authorship of the Cutcheon bi!l for the reor- 
ganization of certain staff departments we can state 
authoritatively that the measure was entirely the 
conception of Secretary Proctor. He was doubtless 
prompted to draft such a measure by the demands 
of several of the corps for an increase, but we are 
assured that none of the corps concerned desire 
an increase at the expense of others. The Inspector 
General was the first to ask for an increase of his 
department, and a bill for the purpose was in a 
fair way of receiving favorable action by the com- 
mittees when the Secretary’s measure came to the 
front. This, naturally, brought about the com- 
bined opposition of the corps proposed to be re- 
duced, and in view of such opposition it is difficult 
to see how apy measure for the increase of one or 
more of the departments can be passed during the 
present session. 








THE posts which will be affected by the provision. 
in the Army Appropriation bill prohibiting the sale 
of intoxicants in canteens located in States having 
prohibition laws, are Forts Leavenworth and Riley, 
Kas.; Forts. Meade, Bennett, Sully and Randall, 


South Dakota. lt*has been maintained by many 
that the canteen cannot exist with the beer privilege 
taken away, but it is by no means the intention of 
the Department to abolish the canteen now in oper- 


ation at the posts named. They will be continued, 
if for no other purpose than to determine whether 
it is poesible to conduct them and make all ends 
meet without the sale of beer. The canteens at 
these posts will receive special attention from the 
War Department authorities. There are temper- 
ance advocates in the Army as well as out of it, 
and if the results of a year’s experiment at the 
posts where prohibition prevails are favorable the 
restriction will, no doubt, be promptly applied to 
other posts, but it must be confessed, however, that 
few persons anticipate any particular gain from the 
proposed experiments with the six posts nemed. 


Ir General Hawley returns to Washington from 
West Point in time to attend the next regular meet- 
ing (Thursday next) of the Senate Military Com- 
mittee it is fully expected that the Artillery bill 
will be taken up and disposed of by the committee. 
Senator Manderson is understood to be ready to re- 
port upon it as soon as a full meeting of the com- 
mittee can be obtained. There is a prospect that 
instruction in light artillery will be confined to Fort 
Riley and the Fort Monroe Schoo! hmited to heavy 
artillery training. We publish this week the detail 
for a board ordered to prepare a scheme for enlarg- 
ing the scope of instruction at Fort Monroe in 
heavy artillery. 











THE new forms for the reports of detailed annual 
inspections by post commanders of their respective 
commands, called for by paragraph 954, A. R., have 
been prepared by the Inspector-General of the Army 
and will be mailed in time for the inspections, 
which ‘take place between July 1 and 5. The new 
forms are about as complete as itis possible to 
make, every conceivable subject in which the De- 
partment can possibly have any interest in deter 
minivg the condition, from all standpoints, of the 
various commands being fully covered. There are 
so many questions asked that it 1s difficult to see 
how they can all be answered within the five days 
prescribed. 








West Port has this week been the centre of 
attraction in military circles, and the young gentle- 
men wuo have graduated are now fully satisfied of 
the truth of the proverb, *‘ All's well that ends 
well.” 





THE case of Commander McUalla of our Navy 
finds almost an exact parallel—so fur as concerns 
the nature of the offence furnishing the basis for 
the charges against him—in that of Commander 
William Martin Annesley, of H. M.S. Icarus. This 
British officer has just been tried and found guilty 
of ordering a minor punishment to be carried out 
on a writer named Ceci] Dean iu a mauoer not 
recognized in her Majesty's service. Commander 
Annesley called no witness and simply put in a 
written defence, through Mr. St. Aubyn, who acted 
as prisoner's friend. The accused had himself in- 
stituted the proceedings, having called for a Court 
of Inquiry, and subpceaaed all the witnesses before 
the Court-martial for the prosecution, with one or 
two exceptions. The testimony showed that the 
conduct of the man, Ceci! Dean, whose punishment 
was complained of had been grossly insubordinate 
and mutinous, and that shortly before tae time 
Dean was punished Commander Annesley had five 
men on board who were prisoners at large, ten 
others had certificates showing them to be of bad 
character, and the conduct of these men might 
have exercised a bad influence on his crew. Two 
out of the tive prisoners at large were grossly 
insubordinate, having refused to obey lawful 
commands. Dean was tied up three and one-balf 
hours, and was 21 hours in irons, one leg being se- 
cured. On every occasion he was told that he would 
be released if he consented to undergo the punish- 
ment awarded him. Lieut. Jervoise had caused the 
handcaffs to be placed on Dean, and the Court 
would thus see that even his Ist lieutenant consid- 
ered it necessary to place tbe man under restraint. 
The accused askei the Court to say that, even 
though the manner of exercising the punishment 
was of a character unusual in the Service, thers was 
nothing in it that could be held to be prejudicial to 
good order and naval discipline.

FoLLowINe out the plan adopted some months 
ago by the Secretary of War of designating the 
different bureaus of the War Department by plaving 
some appropriate article or design in the corridor 
in front of the respective offices, Army Headquar- 
ters was this week embellished with its invignia.

Just below 
the swords is a regulation shield with stars and 
stripes, and across the face uf this, extending some 
distanve out ov either side, flows ared scroll beariog 
the words “* Headquarters of the Army,” in sunken 
silver letters. With the exception of the eagle, 
which faces westward, the entire design is doubled 
on the reverse side. The work is all done in wood 
except the trimmings of the swords, which are 
metal pieces taken from regulation blades and 
scabbards. The device was executed in the quar- 
termaster’s depot in Philadelphia and cost upwards 
of $500.

The Senate Military Committee has reported ad- 
versely both the House and Senate bills giviug per- 
sons entitled to artificial limbs one every three 
years instead of every five, as now provided by law, 
for reasons given by the Surgeou-General of the 
Army to the effect that about % per cent. of those 
who are entitled always draw the commutation be- 
cause, owing to the nature of their disabilities, an 
artificial limb is of no use to them, and in his opin- 
ion the average duration of an artificial limb may 
be put down at eight years. 

A bill granting a pension of 850 per month to the 
widow of Major-veno. G. K. Warren, U. 8. A., was 
passed by the Senate Juue 9. 

in reporting adversely the bill S. 1999 to pluce on 
the retired list of the Army any general of the

Your committee failed to 
disvover any merit in this feature of the bill, oor 
does it meet the view of the Commanding General 
of the Army. [n a communication from the Secre- 
tary of War, the Adjutant-General remarks as fol- 
lows: ‘lam pot pre d to recommend tavrorable 
action upon this bill. [t proposes to place upon the 
retired list certain classes of offivers who were 
formerly in service, They are not vow provided for 
under the existing law,and | would not recommend 
an enlargement of the retired list at this time to 
cover chis class of cases.’”’ 

Senator Blair introduced June 7 a Serviveand De- 
pendeut Pension bill. The service pension feature 
provides that every man who served 6? days or 
more duri the late warand was honorably dis- 
charged 1 be entitled to a monthly pensiva of 1 
cent for each day’s service, provided, however, that 
aside from any pension he may be receiving, bis 
annual income is not more than $1,206. No service 
pension is to be more than $12 nor less than %a 
month, and shall be allowed in addition toany other 
pension the applicant may be receiving. 

The following is the text of the measure to pre- 
vent desertions prepared by the War Department, 
which was by the Senate June 7, and is now 
awaiting the signature of the President to become a 
law.

OUR NEW NAVY. 


At the Navy Department on June 10 bids were 
opeved for the construction of three new vessels— 
the 8,100-ton armored cruiser, the 5,300-ton pro- 
tected cruiser and 800-ton practice vessel. There 
were three bidders for the 8,100-ton cruiser—Messrs. 
Cramp and Sons, of Philadelphia, at $3,150,000 on 
Department designs, and $2,985,000 on plans of their 
own; the Union lron Works on Department design, 
$3,100,000, and $3,000,000 on design of their own, and 
Rsdon Lron Works of San Francisco on Depart- 
ment design, $3,450,000. 

For the protected cruiser of about 5,300 tons dis- 
placement (actually £480 tons.) the Union lron 
works were the only bidders; their bid on their own 
plaps under class 2 being $1,750,000, and on the De- 
partment’s plans under class 1 being $1,796,000. 

The two bidders for the Naval Academy practice 
vessel were only $5,000 apart. The Michigan com- 

any—of which Congresswau Wheeler is president, 
bid $245,000, and Moore and Co., of Elizabetbport, 
N. J., bid $250,000. There was some discussion at the 
Department as to whether a firm in which a member 
of Congress was concerned could be accepted as a 
bidder for a naval contract. If this question sbould 
be decided in the negative the practice vessel will 
either be ee to aan and Co. or be built at 
the Brooklyn Navy- yard. 

No rt bave yet been made. The whole sub- 
has been referred to the Board of Bureau Chiefs, 
who will report on the merits of the planssubmitted 
by the contractors, as compared with the Depart- 
ment design. The planssubmitted by Wm. Cramp 
and Sons are in the main identical with those pro- 
vided by the Secretary of the Navy, the principal 
modification being in the disposition of the boilers in 
three pairs. This arrangement affords opportunity 
for two longitudinal bulkheads on eaeh side of the 
ship below the Ss deck, extending the whole 
length of the boiler and engine space. it removes 
the shells of the boilers several! feet further inboard, 
thus diminishing the danger from ramming, and 
at the same time affording storage for several 
bundred tons of cval below the protective deck. 
There are some minor modifications of the structure 
of the protective deck to meet the requirements of 
this boiler plan, and the Cramps propose to sub- 
divide the engine space both longitudinally and 
transversely, thus making four independent water- 
tight engive rooms instead of two, as in the Depart- 
ment plan. 

yo submitted by the Union Works are con- 
tractor’s plans throughout and quite elaborate. 

The large cruiser belopgs to the class of swift 
cruisers, and is very close to the battleship in that 
she is provided with a moderately heavy aruor 
belt, besides a protective deck. The armor will be 
about four inches thick and the curved protective 
deck six inches thick. She will be armed with six 8- 
inch and twelve 4-inch breech-loading rifles; is to 
develop 16.000 indicated horse power @nd a speed of 
20 knots. Her dimensions are: er 350 feet; ex- 
rreme breadth. 64 feet 24 inches; of hold, 41 
feet 3inches. The amount authorized by Congress 
iue the construction of this vessel was $3,500,000 ; 

The 5,300 ton cruiser is to have no armor, but is 
provided witha protective deck 4% inohes thick. 
Her main batteries consist of two 8 inch and ten 4- 
inch breech-loadiog rifles. She is to make 20 knots 
ap hour, with 13500 hose power. This vessel ist» 
be of about the same tyve as the Baltimore, Phila- 


deiphia, Newark,and San Francisco, except that 
her d.splacement is to be more than a thomaand.

AMONG the powers of Congress expressly set forth 
in the Constitution of the United States is that de- 
claring war, and yet this Congress has directly 
placed that mghtin the hanas of President Harri- 
son.

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the 
President of the Uaited States be and he is hereby au'hor- 
ized and empowered to take such measures asin his judg- 
ment may be vecessary to promptly obtain indemnity trom 
the Venezuelan Government for iojur los-es and dam 
ages suffered by the Venezuelan Steam Transportation Co. 
of New York and its officers by reason of the wrongful! seiz- 
ure, detention and employment in war or otherwise of said 

y's stea ere, the San Fernando and Nutrias, by 
the Venezuelan belligerents in the year 1871, and to secure 
this end he is authorized to employ such means or exercise 
such power as may be necessary. 

Ifthe President sees fitto send an crmed force 
down to Venezuela and start a war he is amply em- 
powered to do su, in case that Government refuses 
to step up to the captain's officé and settle. Never 
in the history of the United States has Congress 
passed such a sweeping resolution, grantiog a Prési-

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The total sum provided thus far for pneumatic 
guns is $600,000 ; $400,000 in the Army Appropriation 
Bill and $200,000 in separate appropriations. Under 
this total appropriation contracts were made by the 
War Department with the Pneumatic Dynamite 
Gun Company for ten guns altogether, Of these, 
tbree (one 8 in. and two 15 in. calibre) are design: d 
for Sandy Hook; two 15 in. for Fort Schuyler; two 
15 in. for Fort Warren, Boston Harbor, and three 15 
io. for the defences of San Francisco.
